A MAN KILLED IN MUSIC HALL 


Over 500 Delegates Slept In the Hail Aii Night. 


Two Williams' Conventions, One Inside 


and one Outside. "Regulars" put 


Off to Meet in Fanouil Hall, 


Two Tickets 
are 


Nominated.

BOSTON, Sept. 28.—Pandemonium reigns 


among the members of the state conven- 
tion, and all Bight long the bitter strife 
e»n tinned. 


Contrary to the expeotatioa of tbe 


members of th« Democratic state com- 
mittee that Williams men would not canty 
ont their threat to hold the lort in Music 
ball till the itate convention opened,tbere 
were 830 on the floor of the big hall at 7 
o'clock this morning. Scores of others 
were asleep In the galleries. They staid 
then ail night. Every entrance to the 
hall Is guarded by police. Delegates on 
the inside are given to understand the 
road Is open to go ont If desired, but this 
*s not acceptable to men who determined 
to "hold the fort." 


Secretary Robinson of the state com 


mltteewaa admitted by Agent Mndget, 
manager of the hall, early this morning 
and the two held consultations. Secre- 
tary Boblnson asked if he could have the 
kail for the Democratic state convention 
Mr. Mudget replied that over COO dele- 
gates with credentials were already in 
the hall and he could not put them out. 
Secretary Robinson went away to report 
to the state committee. On the outride 
many delegates waited an opportunity to 
gain admission In the meantime. 


The doors were opened at 10 o'clock bat 


all entrances were closed to outsiders- 
Such a condition of affairs has not occurred 
here for twenty-five years. T W. Coakloy 
addressed a crowd of delegates outside 
from a window and announced that Wil- 
liams was arranging a plan of oampaign 
for the day. It was evident the conven- 
tion was not to be organized at the 
appointed time. 


OM« Man Hilled. 


Added to all the excitement was a 


tragedy in the shape of a death of an 
Inside delegate who was trying to get out 
via. a fire escape for the purpose of ob- 
taining food. Jas Hughes was the man's 
name. He slipped as he climbed over the 
rail and grasped an electric light wire. 
He lell writhing to the ground and ex- 
pired before anyone arrived. 


The body lay on the sidewalk half an 


hour surrounded by a curious crowd. 
When the news reached the insiders, ex- 
citement ran to the highest pitch. 
J. H. 


jlellen took the platform and asserted it 
was murder for which the state commit- 
tee was responsible. 
Several speeches 


followed and a resolution was lormulated 
to present to the convention. Finally 
the excitement quieted down, some re- 
sumed card playing and others went to 
sleep. 


Confusion reigned Inside and outside 


Music hall during the early forenoon. 
Wild talk and threats were heard. Ex' 
eltement was caused by the speeches 
made. 


One of the speakers was Coakley, who 


Vtadeaflery speech, and then the crowd 
proceeded to organize. 


David Moreland was chosen chairman, 


who called the meeting to order from a 
neighboring window sllL 
A committee 


was Immediately appointed to wait upon 
Williams and to report back what Wil- 
liams wished his supporters to do. Mean- 
while orators addressed the meeting. An 
occasional incendiary shout by some en- 
thusiast advised breaking down the doors, 
Then, at Moreland's suggestion a com- 
mittee was appointed to see Chairman 
Corcoran of the state committee to ascer- 
tain when be proposed to ojirn the con- 
l»ntion. 


At 11.30 o'clock Williams appeared and 


announced that the people outside who 
were unable to gain admittance to the 
hull would noon be permitted to occupy 
another ball and a ratification of dele- 
gates be held in that hall. 


J. H. Mullen was elected temporary 


ebalrman by the insiders and a committee 


' was appointed to look for another hall. 


Later it was announced the state com- 
mittee bad decided to bold the "regular'' 
convention ID Faneuil hall at 1 o'clock. 
About a thousand delegates beaded by a 
oand accordingly started in that direction. 


Williams In addressing the crowd ot his 


followers outgide of Musle hall said: "The 
state committee refuses to open its doors. 
We have a regular convention organized 
in th* Inside of this hall. We are about 
to get another hall where onr other dele- 


gates can gather and will have • full 
report of the convention Inside here. The 
second convention will endorse the action 
ot the first 1 feel confident we have five- 
sixths of the delegates from the state on 
onr side. Stand where you are till you 
hear from me." Then he departed with a 
committee to get another hall. 


At 12.15 o'clock Chairman Moreland of 


the outside meeting presented a resolu- 
tion to be sent to the inside convention 
reading: "a vast gathering of Democrats 
outside Music hall heartily endorse your 
every action." It was adopted with a 
shout. 


Then a man who claimed to be a dele- 


gate irom the inside read a message say- 
Ing the closing of the doors wa» a breach 
of the rales of the fin commiuiosiers. On 
motion, a committee was appointed to 
proceed to notify the arc commissiontrs 
that the lives of men in the hall were in 
dangei and to demand the doors to be 
opened. 


William* Komlaaled. 


The delegates favoring Williams who 


had "held the fort" all night were called 
to order by Coakley and three cheers 
given for Bryan and Bewail with great 
vim. The body then organized with J. H. 
Mullen as temporary chairman. 


Atl o'clock Coakley placed William' 


la nomination for governor and the nom- 
ination was immediately made with ring- 
ing cheers. J. C. Callahan of Holyoke 
was nominated ior lieutenant governor- 
When the outside crowd heard ot the 
action they ratified it with shouts and 
yells. Notice was given to the delegates 
to assemble at Horticultural hall at 3.80 
o'clock when Williams would accept the 
nomination. 


The Williams men then nominated Dr. 


Jos. Potts of Lyan for seoMtary of state 
and Qen. Thos. Watson of Bralntree for 
state treasurer. 


AtFanenll. 


The Democrats called "The Regulars' 


in Faneuil hall endorsed Bryan and Bewail 
and the Chicago platform by a large 
majority. Seventeen gold standard mem- 
bers of the state committee and all the 
gold delegates withdrew. P. J. Farley 
was chairman of this meeting. 


This Faneuil hall convention nominated 


Williams for Governor and Christopher 
Callahan tor Lieutenant Governor as did 
the cor.vention.at Music ball.

In discussing financial affairs, the 


viceroy asked many questions, and iu 
turn the doctor asked for his opinion ou 
the silver question in the Uuitud States. 
He replied: 


"My opinion is no doubt different 


from yonrs, because 1 look at it from a 
Chinese standpoint. If the silver presi-

Attorney General Harmon Says Bryan

Congress, by section 5,397 of the Re- 


vised Statutes, has authorized the pres- 
ideiit to use the armed forces of the gov- 
ernment in aid of state authorities when 
requested by them, as provided in the 
constitution, and has also by the follow- 
ing section—5,808—authorized him to 
employ such forces upon his own judg- 
ment nlone against "unlawful obstruc- 
tion, combinations or assemblages of 
persons," "in whatever state or terri- 
tory thereof the laws of the United 
States may be forcibly opposed or the 
execution thereof forcibly obstructed." 


It was under the power conferred by 


the section last named that the late re- 
bellion WBR suppressed. Mr. Bryan's 
doctrine that this law is unconstitution- 
al is more dangerous than that of seces- 
sion. The latter at least left the govern- 
ment some power and authority in tho 
territory of the state which should 
choose to remain. 
Mr. Bryan's would 


reduce it to the idle mimicry of the 
stage.—Attorney General Judeon Har- 
mon.

Boston, Sept. 16.— William Jennings 


Bryan arrived in Boston at 5.37 last 
evening The delegation to meet Mr. 
Bryan 
consisted of Robert Treat 


Payne, jr., Timothy M. Coakley. F. 
A. Hobert, Major Henry Wynn, Fred- 
erick Ci*.wford and Ernest C. Marshall. 
Hon. George Fred Williams came in on 
the train with Mr. Bryati, having gone 
on a tram to Springteld to meet him. 
A great crowd was at the depot to see 
Mr. Bryan. The police had great trouble 
in keeping the people in order. Again 
•nd again the police made a noble 
stand to control the crowd, but each 
time thry were forced up against the 
train whioVi brought Mr. Bryan in. 
After a few minutes Mr. Bryan ap- 
peared upon the platform of his car. 
There was a cheer and a mighty rush 
by the crowd. The police resorted to 
force, ss they were obliged to do, and 
at last pushed the crowd back and 
made way for Mr. Bryan and Mr. Wil- 
liams. The candidate then walked 
through the station.to Kneeland street, 
the 
crowd yelling all the time. 


When he finally reached \ Kneeland 
street, where his carriage was in 
\valtinp, the crowd in the street which 
filled Ihe whole neighborhood, cheered 
and yelled. Mr. Bryan quickly entered 
the carriage and was driven to the 
American house, where, after a short 
reception at which a few members of 
the Bimetallic union and Hon. Arthur 
Bewail of Bath were present, he took 
luncheon with political silver men. 
At the close of the dinner Col. Nicker- 
son introduced Hon. E. Moody Boyn- 
ton, who welcomed Mr. Bryan to Bos- 
ton. Mr. Bryan responded in a few 
serious words. It was then ten min- 
utes after 7 o'clock and Mr. Bryan was 
dne to begin speaking on the common 
at 6-45. It was 7:30 before he finally 
arrived there and he found gathered 
about the temporary stand that had 
been erected near the corner of Beacon 
and Charles streets from 50,000 to 
75,000 people. Police officers said that 
the crowd numbered at least 50,000 
people Sir. Bryan said it was the 
largest gathering he had addressed. 
It was a howling, pushing, good na- 
tnred, police-resisting 
crowd. Mr. 


Bryan was introduced by James H. 
Mellen of Worcester. After the cheers 
had subsided, he began his speech, 
which was confined chiefly to she 
money question and contained but few 
points not already covered by the 
speakrr. 


Bewail Sajn Ho Will Not Decline. 


When Mr. Bryan had finished Mr. 


Sewall stepped upon a chair beside Mr. 
Bryan, who introduced him in the 
following words: Fellow citirens, I 
introduce to you a man who way up in 
Maine was willing to stand for free 
coinage when his neighbors were 
against it. I introduce to you a man 
who was in favor of an income tax al- 
through he had to pay it. I introduce 
to you a man who did not bow the 
knee or worship the gold calf. I intro- 
duce Arthur Sewall, the democratic 
candidate for vice-president." Mr. 
Sewall was received with applause 
and spoke briefly. Saidhe: "It iswith 
great satisfaction to me that you have 
had thia opportunity to see the great 
leader of the democratic party, your 
candidate for president. And 1 may 
say that it is a great satisfaction to me 
to let you know that his associate is 
still on the ticket. Some have asked 
whether I was no the ticket or cot. I 
am glad of the opportunity to show 
yon that your nomine* for vice-presi- 
dent during this campaign will not 
decline until after election."

After the close of the open air meet- 


ing Jtr. Bryan was driven to Music hall 
where a great audience had already 
assembled to get a view of the demo- 
cratic nominee. But tha chief interest 
in this meeting was not the young can- 
didate for the presidency, but in a sen- 
satio.ia) speech delivered by his friend 
and supporter and former colleague in 
congress, George Fred Williams, candi- 
date for governor before the democratic 
state convention which will meet in 
Music hall to-day. The first demon- 
stration of the eveim.g was when Mr. 
Wilbams came on the stage from the 
•nings. A cheer went up as William* 
was recognized. Mr. Se wall's entrance 
also called forth applause and the dis 
order lasted for several minutes. Mr 
Dennison called the meeting to order 
and presented Mr. Williams and tho 
audience finally settled down to hear 
what Mr. Williams had to say. They 
heard something they had not ex- 
pected. 


Direct Accusation*. 


ii was a speech full of invective and 


direct accusation. Josiah 
Quincy, 


mayor of Boston was criticized by the 
speaker and his name was hooted by 
the audience. Secretary Robinson of 
the Democratic state central commit- 
tee was accused of moral irresponsi- 
bility. The most sensational part was 
toward the close, where Mr. Williams, 
addressing thefdelegates to the state 
convention, who were in the hall, re- 
quested them to remain until the meet- 
ing was over to draft a bill of equity 
to present to a judge, or to stay in 
their places until 11 o'clock this morn- 
ing. when the convention will meat, to 
prevent the state committee from 
packing the house with "its heelers," 
to q, lot e Mr. Williams, and thus tako 
the temporary organization from the 
rightfully accredited delegates. The 
cheering and disorder became intense 
whi<n Mr Williams 
proposed this

The Hamburg- Amarican line 
steamer Normannia, which arrived 
yesterday from Hamburg, Cherbourg 
and Southampton, brought 13,250,000 
in gold coin. Of this amount »$, 000,- 
000 was for Laiard Freres, 8500,000 
for Kuhn, Loeb & Co* 1600,000 for the 
Bank of Montreal and 9150,000 for La- 
denbnrg, Thalman ok Co, The consign- 
ment to LazarA Freres was sent to the 
treasury and no doubt all In due course 
will be added to the treasury reserve.

of the state of trade for the week just

and in exports of staples. It is as yet 
little more than a step towards better 
things, but ho* already started some 
important works, and prompted a few 
considerable contracts. Continuing ar- 
rivals of gold, since the movement be- 
gan, have raised the treasury reserve 
above (115,000,000, strengthened the 
banks, and relaxed the stringency In 
commercial loans, so that at about 1 
per cent, lower rates more business 
was done than, in three previous weeks. 
Boarding is no longer reported, but 
some hoards are being unlocked. The 
movement of crops continues large, and 
purchases for export have advanced 
prices or prevented depression. While 
the gain in working fo-roe is not great, 
it seems clear that for the first time in 
many months there is some net gain. 


Advance In Produce KCarkeU. 


An important change is th<- general 


advance in produce markets, ta, ^cially 
in wheat, which rose sharply on Thurs- 
day and Friday, closing 5^c. higher 
for the week, with much buying, ap- 
parently on foreign account. Reports 
of crops abroad were supposed to be 
the chief cause, as visible supplies in 
this country increased largely, but for 
the first time since July 1 western re- 
! ceipts fell below those of the same
